Jack Ruby 

Small-time Chicago-born hoodlum wlio was a runner for A1 Capone in the 1930s. Ran 
the Carousel Club in Dalleus, playing host to both the Dallas Police Force and the 
criminal underworld. His close links with the police gave him access to police 
headquarters. Shot dead Lyee Hai-vey Osi-^ald. 

Christian David 

French drug smuggler. Former leader of the Coraioan network in South America and 
agent for intelligence service* around the world. Tracked down to Levenwortli 
Prison by Steve Rivele. Gave information on the nasaasination in exchange for 
help in gaining deportation entry to Fraince. He says he was aware of a 
conspiracy to murder Kennedy and, in May 1963, had even been offered the contract 
himself in Marseille*. 

ffichel Nik9 U 

Former narcotic* trafficker turned Government informant. A federally protected 
witness for 16 year*, he had ’officially disappieared’ . Rivele sought him for 18 
months - travelling through Europe, south America and north America - after being 
told by David that Michal could verify David’s information. Eventually traced 
through an official of the Washington-baaed Drug Enforcement Administration. 
Described as "best witnes* we've ever had. Never given the Government false or 
misleading information". He confirmed that Sarti was one of Kennedy’s three 
kilj-ers. He confirmed his story in separate conversations with the DEA, FBI and

According to Steve Rivele's evidence in The Men Who Killed Kennedy, U)e three 
assassinB - Lucien Sarti , S/nn-eur Pironti and Roger Bocognani - were flowTi from 
Marseilles to Mexico City, where they spent three or four weeks at the home of a 
contact . 

They were driven to the border at Brownsville, Texas, where they entered America 
on Italian passports. They Wei'S picked up and driven to Dallas and aLaye<i in a 
'safe house’ to avoid hotel records. They took photos of Dealey Plaza and 
studied them, arranging for the ’crossfire' of thi'ee guns. Christian David told 
Steve Rivele that, two aaaaasinK were pLaned in building.s 'behind Kennedy’s 
limousine’ - one high, one low, 'almost on the horizontal'. The third gunman, 
Lucien Sarti, was jxisitioned on the Grassy Knoll behind a:'small picket fence from 
where he fired the *hot that killed Kennedy. 

The men escaped in the ensuing panic and, worki^ on the theory that the worse 
thing to do was to flee the area iimied lately, they stayed at their 'safe houses' 
for 10 days. They were then flown to Montreal and back to Marseilles, According 
to Rivele, tiie assiaisihs were paid in heroin. Pironti and Bocognani ai-e still 
alive. Sarti wa.s gunned down in Mexico in the 1970a.
